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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the state the following re- 
port of your public schools, for the year ending March 1, 
1886, is respectfully submitted. 

The eleven districts in town have each had a sehool the 
past year. ‘The number of weeks of five days each, 194 1-2. .. 
Number of terms, 23, employing 17 different teachers, with 
143 different scholars. Only two of the teachers. were | be- 
sinners. It is seldom that a town has so large a proportion 
of experienced and disciplined teachers. 

In some districts the parents and committees have done 
well in visiting the school, while in others, they have seldom 
gone into the school house. Such visits very much encour- 
age the teacher, and in the mind of the pupil, give it char- 
acter and prompts to study. 

During the past year, number of visits by the citizens, 807. 

Number of visits by prudential committee, 20. 

Number of visits by superintendent, 46. 

The amount of money available for each district may be 
seen in the statistical table No. 1, of this report, whieh int 
eludes the apportionment for this year and the unexpendee- 
money of last year. Also in the same table is seen the un- 
expended balance now due each district. The whole amount. 
furnished by the town and what each district has expended: 
will be found in the selectmen’s report, under the heading of 
schools. | 

The review of the past year presents a prosperous cond)- 
tion of the schools in each district. Every session. has been 
successful and quite satisfactory, if we except now. and then 
an older scholar, who sometimes studies harder to find means 
to worry and try the teacher than to master bis rules in, 
arithmetic.

"The teachers have all been industrious to study the best 
iuterests of their charges as far as they were able. 


The prudential committees have shown hearty interest in 
obtaining teachers that have been ready to give their time 
and encrgies to the greatest profit of their respective dis- 
tricts. They should be congratulated for their selection, and 
commended for the encouragement given both teachers and 
schools, from the fact that 9 of the 11 have visited them in 

their work. 

Schoo! Houses. The one in District No .14, has been 
abandoned as unfit for further service. The committee 

_ opened a part of his dwelling for two terms. All others in 
itown sre in fair condition ; a few are excellent. But in some 
‘there is 4 want of care and tidiness which would induce good 
habits and pure thoughts in the child’s mind. 


Writing. Each teacher has been urged to special effort | 
‘toward training each pupil to become a good writer. This 
cannot be Cone in one term or one year. It must be gained 
from practice. And as but few of the scholars of our com- 
man ‘schools will ever be placed where they may attend a 

. writing school, necessity demands almost daily practice. 
' Parents have corresponded by furnishing copy books, the 
teachers by giving a stated time three days or more each 
week to this branch, and the pupils have carefully kept their 

hooks from soiling or blots, and good progress is the result 

. of their combined efforts. We believe every pupil of the 
past year older than six years can legibly write its own name 
on slate, blackboard or paper. 


Much attention has also been exercised with regard to 
-veading and spelling. But little advance can be made in 
_ fearning the other branches, till the pupil is able to read in- 

tclligently and knows the meaning of most of the words in 
common. use. Commendable progress has been made in 
grammar, arithmetic and geography and more attention has 


been given to physiology with reference to the preservatiom 
of health. Some have taken the latter as a study, others 
have been taught orally and by general questions. 


All but one of the school rooms have a good supply of 
blackboards. But most of the boards need, very much, 2 
new coat of paint. <A blackboard only two feet by two and 
one-half, should be preserved rather as a relic of ‘tthe dari 
ages,” than to be used any longer. And thatis the size of 
the only one possessed by one district. A live and wide- 
awake teacher wants much blackboard, and will use it in 
every branch of study. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 


Districr No. 1.—The first term was under the instruction 
of one that has had experience in teaching. She was well 
qualified and applied herself earnestly to her work. But 
her health and strength forbade her doing what her heart 
planned. Although some of the older pupils planned, some 
sport, the school generally was a success. 

Second term taught by one of health and energy. She 
applied well the principles of the different studies and gave 
satisfaction. | 


Districr No. 2 with No. 1, interchanged their schoo} 
privileges, by a happy arrangement between the prudential 
committees, so that nearly ail the members had the advan- 
tages of the four terms of the two districts. i N 

The first teacher has taught in most parts of the town and 
needs no commendation fromus. The classes did well in 
grammar and geography, her favorite branches, and from. 
general questions on various subjects. | 

The second term followed directly the second term of 
District No. 1, and by the same teacher. She proved her- 
self fully competent, apt to teach and thoughtful ofthe needs 
of each pupil. The examinations, were accompanied by. 
recitations and select readings. 
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The good number of citizens present. were well pleased 
with the advancement made. 


- Dnisrricr No. 5 had two terms. The first teacher came 

with the experience of only one term, but was resolute, 
gained the good will of her little family and proved herself 
2 good instructor. ; 

One of more experience had charge of the fall term. 

She was faithful and showed much tact in gaining at- 
tention to study, and in drawing: out the minds of the chil- 
dren to thorough effort. The closing day showed that much 
good work had been done. 


Disrrior No. 4.--Both terms were under the direction of 
the same teacher, this being her first attempt. She exhibited 
good ingenuity to interest, and was successful in giving in- 
struction. 

The spectators, at public examination. were satisfied that 
@ noble work had been accomplished. 


Disrrict No. 5.—The summer term was very successfully 
taught by the same teacher as last year. 

Hier-amiable traits won for her the affection of the entire 
school. She had special aptitude in pleasing by imparting 
fnowledge to the child’s mind, leading them to approve as 
syell as to do her directions. ‘The public examinations mani- 
fested great enthusiasm, on the part of the school, to show 
what had been accomplished, and especially to show their 
appreciation of their teacher. 

The large and varied culture of the second teacher, and 
her years of valued experience in training the cultured, as 
_ wellas the opening mind, were available to secure eminent 
suecess. Nor were her patrons disappointed. 

Kach class was thoroughly trained not only in the points 
just at hand in the lesson, but by whatever could afford 
greater light. 

Among the higher branches taught was that of crayoning,

in which Mary Mullen showed much proficiency. Both 
terms are an honor to pupils, teachers and patrons. 


Districr No. 6 had three. schools. A graduate from 
Needham, Mass., taught in the summer. She came with 
high commendation, thoroughly qualified, and keeping good 
order. ‘The school was trained to be thorough, studious, 
and accurate. Diagram, analysis and map drawing were 
very intelligently presented from the boards, on examina- 
tion day, before many visitors. ‘The school was voted a 
success. 

The second teacher came directly from her sunmer school, 
nearly tired out and with little health. Yet, with a will and 
purpose to do her best. 

She was well qualified, diligent and had at heart the best 
interests of the school. But her health still declining she 
was compelled to close with the fifth week. 

The winter term was directed by a graduate of Water- 
ville Academy, Me. Well qualified, decided for order, meth- 
od and perfect lessons. The examination proved her faith- 
fulness in drill and the pupils’ promptness and willingness to 
comply. Both teacher and school were highly complimented. 
It was pleasing to see so many visitors at the closing exer- 
cises. which is usual in this district. 


Districr No. 7.—The three terms, aggregating 28 weeks, 
were taught by the same teacher. This was lier first expe-. 
rience in the work. She entered heartily and earnestly into 
her duties and good progress marked the efforts of teacher 
and pupils. She used general questions, and the blackboard 
to break the monotony of the school room. The latter was: 
often resorted to for illustration and practice. 


Disrricr No. 9 was taught in the summer by her, who 
has taught the most of any person in town. Good order and 
progress was manifest at both our visits. Her*extensive ex- 
perience and success is a guaranty to her efficiency. Hers 
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is the only school room in town that possesses a globe, and 
she knows well the advantage of its use. 

The teacher of the fall term was also one of large experi- 
ence and formerly had the drill from the State Normal school. 
This drill enabled her to govern and instruct with much ease 
and satisfaction to herself and pupils. The closing exercises 
were witnessed with pleasure and satisfaction by the citizens. 
present. ‘The school was an entire success. 


Disrricr No. 138.—Both terms were taught by the same 
teacher, making three terms in the same schooi. She is ex- 
perienced, thorough in drill, and good in discipline. 

Noble work was done in arithmetic, reading and writing. 
A part of her tact was in the use of the blackboard both by 
the older and younger pupils. 

The record of absences is indicative of the want of health 
or resolution on the part of the scholars; or of what on the 
part of parents ? Still both parents and children spoke 
highly of the teacher. 

The school was a profitable one. 


Disrricr No. 14.—Both terms were conducted by the 
same teacher. She had not taught for several years, but 
there was no difficulty in conforming herself to her work, 
nor for them to receive her instruction. Especial pains was 
taken in reading, writing, spelling and history. Examina- 
tions passed off well, with marked improvement. 


Disrricr No. 16.—The only term was under the direction 
of her who had for several terms been their teacher, and as 
now, had given satisfaction. 

The school had been thoroughly drilled in the common 
branches, especially in spelling and arithmetic. 

The closing day passed off well, with select readings and 
declamations, added to the recitations. 

The scholars have been diligent and successful.
